1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicants state that claim 9 has been amended to include the features that the 

wire is bent by the guide part and that the guide part and adjusting member have wire 

connection portions and to recite that the wire connecting portions are longitudinally 

bent in opposite directions to hook the wire and the wire is fixed to one of the wire 

connection portions of the guide part and the adjusting member. The applicants further 

state that the wire adjusting mechanism 21 of JP '007 does not provide both a guide 

part and an adjusting member having oppositely bent wire connecting portions where 

the wire is fixed to the wire connection portion of one of the guide part and the adjusting 

member but instead only discloses that the adjustable member 5 has a wire connection 

part. The Examiner concurs with the applicants' statements and as such the sliding 

screen door as defined by claim 9 sets forth subject matter which is not disclosed nor 

fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
